It is all over now. The election is 
passed, bets have been imid. East Liver­ 
pool has jollified, and Majt» - McKinley 
can tak e up the duties of his office with­ 
out more confusion. 
The rain promi« >d to mak e the cele- 
bratifMi a failure; bnt when Saturday 
evening came the clonds very consid- 
erately itJled away, and a strong wind 
appeared to do what it could in drying 
the streets. This condition had apjiar- 
eutly been foreseen, tar no sooner had it 
made itself k nown than the 8tn» efs 
began to fill with people. The Diamond 
was crowded at an early honr. and Fifth 
street was black long before the ap­ 
pointed time. Ri'pnblican headquarters 
was the Mecca of the throng, and there 
the crowds seemed to go. Pec^le were 
pr*Ment from the valley and back in the 
hills on each side of the river, and a 
happy, g(Kid natured lot they were. 
Every car from Wellsville and the East 
End jxmn'd it* hiad of living fr» 'ight into 
Fifth street, and it waa not long until 
the throng extended in Washington to 
Sixth and in Fifth to Bnxidway. The 
people were wildly enthusiastic, and 
made so much noise of so many different 
k inds that only the most efficient work 
of the police prevented a« ’ident as the 
cars slowly work» >d their way thniugh 
the (Towd. Narrow escapes were aa 
thick aa Newm Revibw 
coons, and 
danger aa plentiful aa red fire. Bnt no 
one seemed to mind it. Everybcxiy was 
having the best k ind of a time aa, light 
hearted and gay, they che« *r» *d for Mc­ 
Kinley aud gntancd for Bryan. Thiongh 
the early hours of the evening no leas 
than 12,000 ptxtple had gathered in all the 
strwts, and the uoiae they made was 
nothing short of deeifening. 
The din of factory 
wbistlea was 
niiised, and not even a scrmm of glad 
ness came from the sercach<» r of the 
light plant. The mediial fraternity had 
ask ed that this feature be eliminated, 
aud it was. Some one started the re 
port that a few Democratic doctors were 
responsible for the reqat« t, ^bnt that 
was not generally credited, for the dis­ 
ciples of Bryan seemed as happy as any 
one. 
Promptly at the appointed time the 
parade began to move in this order: 
Chief Marshal W. H. Surles. 
Mounted Aides. 
Color B ^ e r Frank Stevenson, 
Cavalry. 
Squad of Police. 
Manley’s Band. 
Union Veteran Patri<g;ic League. 
The Browni« « . 
First Voters. 
Haines’ Baud. 
One Wheelbarrow. 
Decorated Wagons. 
The line of march as given in the 
News Review was faithfnUy covtatsd, 
and amid the cheers of thousands the 
marching throng moved along with all 
the gladness the occasion required. 
Many residences aud bnsiness houses 
were decorated, and red fire was hum- 
ing on every hand. The effect in every 
instance was pretty, aud in many beanti- 
fol. The office of the Ohio Valley Gas 
company was a blaze of light. Pipt* 
had been placed on |he roof and over 
the awning, and the glare sent up illu­ 
minated the street for a block , putting 
to shame the less pretentions hlaze of 
the stick s. On Sixth street the side­ 
walk s were lined with people, aud 
when the procession tamed into Fifth 


repeatedly applauded as he rode along, 
and answered his friends with che« *rs 
McKinley. Walter Cook was the center 
of attraction. He had promised to ride' 
in the procession if Bryan was defeated, | S am uel 
and Harrison Rinehiut rode with him to ‘ 
see that the promise was fnlfllled. Seattxl 
in a carriage he held a stick of burning 
fire from the time the imradestarted un­ 
til it ended. Behind the carriage walk ed 
a small boy with a banner. ’‘Fn» e silver 
is dead," it said. "I voted for Bryan, 
but I am sorry fw it. Poor Bryan is no 
more. I am going np Salt river." 
The wagons in line were handsomely 
decorated and attracted no end of atten­ 
tion. The News Rk tibw was deck ed 
ont in yellow ribbons aud flags, and had 
banners bearing this Uiacription : ’’Evrk - 
iN(i Nk wh Review. Repoblican from 
Principle.

Aimther wagon was filed with small 
boys, who howled thesmM'lves hoam>, 
aud appeared to enjoy

A feature of the event was the horns 
They were of all sizes and sorts. Some 
were carried by small boys aud some by 
men; all gave ont the nuearthly shriek 
so hatixl by the nervous, aud occasion­ 
ally above the din, clear aud shan*. 
conld be heard the siulU notes of a 
cavalry bugle. A tin oan wi|ji a string 
aud a piece of rosin was a favorite 
instrument of tortniti, aud the tiu pans 
of electicm night were not 
Oonibined they made a noise awful to 
hear, but nothing could have pot down 
that enthusiasm. Noise was wanted, 
and untse they made. 
It was a big demonstration, a fitting 
end for the campaign. Thoosands of 
people enjoyed it, bnt went home hapny 
in the k nowledge that it was all over.

Nov. 9.—The campaign 
for the free coinage of silver w ill be 
waged with vigor during the next four 
fears, in preparation for the election in 
I HOO. 
The directors of the American 
dim etallic union, who constitute the 
Bulk of the silver leaders in three part 
es, have decided to m aintain head- 
fuarters in this city from winch ta send 
out literature. 
The branch office at 
Chicago w ill be consolidated with the 
W ashington office, but the San Fran­ 
cisco branch is to be continued. 
At the 
request of the directors General A. J, 
Warner, the president of the un;ou, has 
issued the follow ing address to the sil­ 
ver leagues and bim etallic unions of the 
U nited S ta tes: 
“ Silver ha* lost noting in this elec­ 
tion. »>at the battle for the overthrow 
of the gold standard has not ended. 
The disastrous consequence* that must 
attend upon the continuance of this 
Standard ii ake it itatW*fible„toA»,i*r}l 
quieti m e struggle against it until it ie 
finally overthrown. 
“ The gold standard cannot be main 
tained by iucreaaing revenues, because 
revenues are not paid in gold. 
The at­ 
tem pt to maintain the gold standard by 
Eirjietual loans must also sooner or 
ter fail. 
The only other way is by 
contracting the currency and forcing 
down prices so low that gold w ill come 
here of itself in such a policy. 
Either 
course, therefore, leads to inevitable 
tm i); the one by bankrupting the gov- 
rrument, and the other by bankrupting 
the people. 
Either policy w ill subject 
the U nited States absolutely to British 
dom ination, aud hence the rejoicing of 
the British press over the defeat of sil­ 
ver here.' 
••The victory for gold is a victory of 
trusts and syndicated w ealth brought 
about by corruption and coercion, and 
not a victory of the people, or for the 
people, and it cannot last. 
There must 
be an end also to the const® it apprecia­ 
tion of money. 
The apfreciatiou of 
m oney Alone, if allowed to go on at the 
rate it has gone on for th*; }>ast 20 years, 
w ill, in half a generation more, trans­ 
fer the hulk of all the w ealth of this 
country from those who have created it 
to the hands ot the few w ho control 
the m oney and owut the debts. 
No 
pow er can be conceived so potent to 
gather w ealth into few hands as the 
ceaseless, all-pervading power of an 
appreciating m oney standard. 
N o civ 
iiiaation can stand against it. 
It must 
enti, or the foundations upon which free 
institutions rest w ill he broken up. 
“The battle, therefore, for the restor- 
ation of silver 
must go on without 
abatem ent, and I urge upon all silver 
aud bim etallic leagues aud unions to 
keep up their organizations and to con­ 
tinue the tight till victory for the people 
is finally won. 
“The noble fight made by our intrepid

Washington, Nov. 9.—The annual 
pport of Frank H . Jones, the first as- 
pftant postmaster general, gives a re­ 
new of a large part of the year’s postal 
bonnes* of the governm ent, and makes 
numerous recommendations for the im ­ 
provement of 
the service. 
It shows 
tbtt during the last three fiscal years 
the aggregate savings in the divisions 
of salaries aud allow ances of postmas­ 
ters were #545.994; in free delivery. 
#2.814.415, and postoffice supplies, #218,- 
Mtl; total. #-1,278,985. 
Fo r that period 
then* was an aggregate reduction of 
1,080,134 in the num ber of * ie cs of 
mail sent from postoffic ■ to the dead 
letter office. 
The total num ber of 
presidential 
offices Ju ly I last was 8,651. of w hich 
180 were first-class. 746 second-class and 
1,736 third-class. 
The aggregate gross 
receipts at the first, second and third- 
class offices were #65,282,865, and the 
total salaries, #6.208,900. 
Since Nov. 2, 
1694, there have been 2,459 positions in 
the postoffice# added to the classified 
service. This loaves as the only posi­ 
tions at first-class postoftices that are 
now excepted from c iv il service exam­ 
ination!?, 
assistant 
postmasters 
and 
principal cashiers at second-class offices, 
assistant postmaster, under any legal 
designation. 
Attention is called to the fact that, 
notwithstanding the increase in gross 
rempts, the num erical increase in the 
force was less than 50 per cent of pre­ 
vious years. 
During the year 29 stations and 120 
inb-statious wore established aud I sta­ 
tion and 7 sub-stations were discon­ 
tinued, a net increase of 141 stations 
and sub-stations. 
Fifty-five postoffices 
of the second, th ird and fourth classes 
were discontinued during the year, aud 
54 stations aud sub-stations were estab­ 
lished to take th eir place. 
Mr. Jones says the postoffice depart­ 
ment should be at liberty to execute 
leases for postoffice premises for a period 
in excess of five years, where, in the 
opinion of the departm ent, it is neces­ 
sary. Cancelling m achines are highly 
commended and there are IOO of one 
pattern and 287 of another now in use 
under contract. 
It is expected that the investigations 
of overtime carrier claim s w ill be com­ 
pleted during the current fiscal year 
Hid about #900,000 more w ill be neccs- 
ity to pay all claim s accrued. 
The experiment of free delivery in 45 
towns aud villages cost the departm ent 
#>.347, leaving an unexpended balance 
of #1,753. 
Investigation showed that in a m ajor­ 
ity of the offices the gross receipts had 
decreased since the establishm ent of the 
service, the department being compelled 
to send money to some offices for the 
!»yment of the lettercarriers’ salaries. 
Congress did not appropriate for fu r­ 
ther permanent or experim ental serv­ 
ice, and the experiment was necessarily 
discontinued w ith the close of the fiscal 
year.

The deadliest occupation for men or 
hornet is team ing in the borax fields of 
Death valley of the great Am erican des­ 
e rt 
Thoro the longest teams in the 
w orld nro employed. 
{Scientist* declare 
that the fierce heat in this narrow rent 
in tho cracked surface of the earth in 
uot equaled elsewhere in the world. 
Where the thermometer often regisier* 
140 degrees of heat unrelieved by even 
a breath of air, where men sleep at 
night in hollow ditches filled w ith w a­ 
ter in order to avoid dying from col­ 
lapse, 
the necessity 
for the longest 
teams of mules aud horwn ever harness 
ed to draw the great borax laden wag 
on# is apparent. 
The desert team is the longest rn the 
world, and the percentage of deaths 
among the horses is greater than that 
of domestic anim als used in any other 
calling. 
Fo rty to 60 horses are often 
hitched to one of the lum bering vehi­ 
cles in which the borax is slow ly drag 
ged across the sun baked alk ali plains.

India, fqjr instance, pay* for th» - < loth- 
log of its own trfKip*!, and also to t tb e 
u niforms of the men which Kcgland 
■ends there. The latter item i« ab ou t 
9 076.000 annu ally. Gii the other hand, 
when a regiment coni» « s home frmn In­ 
dia. that *-onntry ha» to b e paid jiack 
the fu ll valu e of tb e clothes they wear. 
The government sells old and worn- 
ou t articles to tb e secondhand dealers, 
who, b y the way, nsu ally accu siu lafe 
fortu nes iu a « hö rt time. The valu e of 
castoff clothes so disposed of is ab ou t 
(1140,000 yearly. The scraps remaining 
after tho u niforms have b een ou t ou t 
also b ring a matter ci 9 60,000 annu sl- 
lu all the au thorities receive b ack 
ab ou t 9 1,500,000, thu s redu cing the to­ 
tal cost of clothing the army to less than 
1(5,000,000 a year. 
The b« st qu ality of everything is u sed 
in the manu factu re of u niforms In 
fact, it is said tlw.-y are too good f« du ­ 
rab le wear. A hu ge facitory in Pimlico, 
Londou , makes a large share of the fu r­ 
nishings, b u t vast qu antities of fo(^ and 
head gsar are b ou ght ready made. Boots 
and leggings, for example, cost9 Llfi6i* 
000 ami headdresses 9 250,000. 
The thou sands of miles of flannel, 
linen, calico, cloth, velvet, etc., the 
millions of b u ttons, the tons of cotton 
wool, the b illions of yards of sewing 
cotton, that are made into » mart tnnios, 
tidy trou sers and warm shirts cost 9 2,* 
425,000. The wages paid for making 
these u p are over 9 6.000 a week. Som* 
of the salaries paid for this b ranch are 
excellent for England. The inspector of 
clothing receives 9 6,000 and his assist- 
Bu ts 9 2,750 apiece, and so oo down tb e 
long list 
Bu t all this vast expense is prob ab ly 
mu ch less than tb e annu al ou tlay that 
France or Germany makes for keeping 
its soldi« « smart in appearance iu times 
of peace. In Germany, for example, ev­ 
ery man iu the army is said to have 
fou r complete su its of military clothiu g.

EXGLISH HOP Y.AKDS. 


HARVEST SCENES DESCRIBED BY AN 
AMERICAN VISITOR. 


Mo a t W heel* Are Ov ero lled. 
So many b icyclist« have b een ob served 
su ffering from cl(^ged chains that s 
word of advice may with propriety b e 
repeated: 
Oil the chain—nothing is 
more neeemary, b u t b e su re not to have 
it wet. E« i-h link shou ld b e thorou ghly 
lu b ricated, u nd then tb e chain shou ld b e 
ru b b ed dry. No amou nt of ru b b ing, it 
shou ld b e remem (« red, can remove the 
oil from tb e parts b etween tb e links, 
wlu -re It 1» needed, and not a particle of 
oil i* r*H]u ived on the exterior su rface. 
Tb e drier that is the b etter. 
The oil, 
if exposed, picks u p and holds du st and 
adds greatly to the friction. The same 
advice applies to all oiling. If so mu ch 
is pu t iu the b earings that some over­ 
flows and it is not wiped off, du st will 
gath« at the spot, and even in the b est 
made b earings some of it will almost 
certainly work into the b alls and make 
trou b le. 
And even if it does not get so 
far tb e b u nches of du st so accu mu lated 
detract from the appearance of an other­ 
wise well groomed machine and render 
the cleaning after a ru n twice as diffi­ 
cu lt as it need b e. The fact is that mu re 
wheels are overoiled than u nderoiled. 
"Carrying a canary, ” as the “ wheel­ 
men” call riding with a dry b earing 
that screeches, is not half so common as 
a du st b u ried b earing. Of cou rse, of the 
two, the latter is preferab le, b u t no rid­ 
er need have either.—New York Post 


Co lla r Ba a il*.

W o rk Tha t Kt-qulre* Applica tio n During 
Lo ng Da y * Fo r » m a ll Retnni* - Plctnr- 
e*qa e » itua tio n» , but There 2» To o Much 
Po v erty to Admit o f Po etry . 


Yesterday 1 spent at Mailing, an an­ 
cient market town ab ou t 80 r*iies from' 
Lcadoo, which is in the mii 
u f one of 
tb e most fertile and extensive hop dis- 
triots in tb e world, the soil b eing of the 
rich qnality that produ ces the famou s 
golden hop. I stood on an eminence 
and su rveyed in every direction the 
plantations of tall hops, lu xu riant on 
tb e straight, firmly set poles, the d*>ep 
green of the vine leaves b eau tifu lly 
gemmed b y the great b u nches of golden 
flower. On a hillside a little distance 
to the left were the u niform white tents 
of the hop pickers, like the encampment 
of an army—for yon mu st know that 
tb e hop pickers are not residents of the 
neigb lxu rhood. They come from distances 
b y families, a large proportion of them 
from London. And, b e it known, the 
m aj« ity ot the hop pickers are wretch­ 
edly poor. The pay for hop picking is 
so very little that only b y the u nited 
efforts of a family of three or fou r 
workers is the resu lt of the day’s lab or 
w « th tb e eff« t Last year, f « exam­ 
ple, the pay for picking was a shilling 
for seven b u shels, so that a worker had 
to complete seven b u shels b efore the 
shilling was earned. This year condi­ 
tions are a little b etter, b u t at the b est 
hop picking is only profitab le when the 
family has six or eight pairs of expert 
hands to strip the vines swiftly. Some 
of the women have redu ced this picking 
to an art, the deft facility with which 
they take fou r or five flowers at a time 
completely deceiving the novice, who 
imagines skill to b e nothing in this 
b u siness. 
The poles in a b opfleld are so perfectly 
set at right angles that you may look 
down a u niform avenu e of ov« hangiu g 
vines in whatev« direction you tu rn 
you r eyes. Bu t this exactitu de is less 
for b eau ty of appearance than for con­ 
venience of arrangement of picking par­ 
ties, for a field is let ou t in small sec­ 
tions, so many hills—two poles make a 
hill—to a family, according as the fam­ 
ily has agreed f« half a b in or more. 
Therefore, as you walk down the path 
tha!: intersects a b opfleld, yon see here 
and there at fixed distances apart the 
diffenu t independent grou ps of pickers, 
their canvas b ins, with wide, flaring 
mou ths, all of regu lar size, stretched on 
poles and set on crosspieces the length 
of their section, and while the man cu ts 
the vines a third of the way u p the poles 
and pu lls u p tb e poles to carry to tb e 
b in side the women and children inces­ 
santly work from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m.. 
Have only to r tb e half hou r at noon for 
dinner. And what a sight it is! At tb e 
very edge of the field where I spent 
most time rears, ru gged and tall, tb e 
ivy draped tower of 8L Leonards, said 
to b « tb e very fim. and therefore the 


oldest, of the Norman towers, tb e pic­ 
tu resqu e ru ins of which so interest the 
intelligent visitor to ru ral England. 
This tower was b u ilt b y Gu ndu lf, b ishop 
of Rochester, Honiewb ere ab ou t 1078-9 0. 
This ab b ey, b y the way, has b eeu re­ 
stored au d is once more a home of nu n» . 
At the foot i*f this old tower yesterday 
rolled au d tu mb led a » cor^ of grimy, 
half naked, tatterdemalion children, of 
ages ru nning from tliu infant that « hou ld | 
have b een in arms to a pair of 4-year- 
old twins, in patched, dirty red dresses, j 
and with hu ge b rass earrings hiding the' 
lob es of their u nclean little ears. Thu s 
did half b arb aron» you ng modesty kick 
u p its slovenly little legs iu contempt of 
that still grim thou gh dismantled tower, ' 
b u ilt eight centu ries ago to repel the' 
assau lts of thoet- savages who were for**- 
ru nners of the present day Englishman. 
Au d among the vines yonder were the 
motley grou ps of persons to whom these 
little hu man b lots appertained. Not b y 
any means as pictu resqu e and fascinat­ 
ing as Italian grape pickers; nothing of 
tb e rich, dark b eau ty of the sou thern 
types, b u t a different sort of interest at­ 
taches to these hopelessly ignorant, half 
vagrant creatu res, who have come to 
the picking—b y donkey cart, b y train, 
on foot—b earing with them their mis­ 
erab le u tensils for cooking au d faring, 
in their rags and their tatters, the filth 
of whioh they are not a» hamed, sleep 
ing b y night iu tents if they are so for 
tonate, b ehind hedges au d u nder ru de 
wigwams of b ou ghs, if they mu st, work­ 
ing from day dawn to evening close for 
a mere pittance—yet not wolfish or su r­ 
ly, not ru de—iu det>d, good u atu red 
when you address them, and iu rou gh 
way jocu lar or in shy way commu nica­ 
tive. Hero and there, to b e sore, some­ 
thing more pretentiou s, the epitome of 
lower middle class shift and tidiness, 
b nt in the main a b op picking scene 
su ch as you may witness at Mailing 
tells you what pitifu l poverty and 
wretchedness are hidden from the world 
b y the pu rple splendor of the richest na­ 
tion u pon which tb e cariou s su n looks 
askance. 
Fill in imaginatively tb e pictu re of 
which I have given b u t tru e ou tlinea 
Scan the hillside eu cawpment, where in­ 
fancy and age swarm ab ou t the evening 
fires. Walk tb rou gb tb e fields of vine girt 
poles, that seem a compact mass u s you 
look down u pou them. Talk with tliese 
women and children stripping the yel­ 
low flowirs swiftly from the stems. 
Qlau oe at the variou s troops of thou ght-« 
lessly b egu tteu infants rolling on tb e 
green grass or b u rrowing iu the soft 
earth, and then, as you b low the froth 
from you r next glass of lieer, reflect 
how tlie b est hojw yielded b y b ou ntifu l 
natu re are gathered for you r b enefit. — 
Cor. Chicago Times-Herald.

It oosts the British government 98, 
160.000 annually for clothing furnished 
its army all over the world. 
Each of 
tho foreign possessions, however, hss to 
pay bock to a certain extent the amount 
which the uniforms of the trono* «t«- 
Honed or sent there Im* cost, ard this 
entails no end of complicat/d boo-Yep- 
tug 
India, for instance, pay* for th# cloth­ 
ing of its own troops, and also for tho 
uniforms of the men which Ecglsnd 
sends there. 
The latter item is about 
9076.000 annually. On the other hand, 
when a regiment OHM S home from In­ 
dia, that country has to be paid jiack 
the fall value of the clothes they wear. 
The government sell* old aud worn­ 
out articles to the secondhand dealers, 
who, by the way, usually accumulate 
fortunes in a short time. 
The value of 
castoff clothes so disposed of is about 
9140.000 yearly. The scraps remaining 
after the uniforms have been cut out 
also bring a matter of 980.000 annual­ 
ly. 
In all the authorities receive back 
about 91.500,000, thus reducing the to­ 
tal cost of clothing the army to less than 
96.000.000 a fear. 
The best quality of everything it ow'd 
in the manufacture of uniform* 
In 
fact, it is said they are too good tar du­ 
rable wear. A huge factory in Pimlioo, 
London, makes a large share of the fur­ 
nishings, but vast quantities of foot and 
head gaar are bought ready made. Boots 
and legginga, for example, cost 9 L 186,- 
OOO and headdreases 9250, OOO. 
The thousands of miles of flannel, 
linen, calico, cloth, velvet, etc., the 
millions of buttons, the tons of cotton 
wool, the billions of yards of sewing 
cotton, that are made into smart tallies, 
tidy trousers and warm shirts cost 92,- 
425.000. 
The wages paid for making 
these up are over 96,000 a week. Soma 
of the salaries paid for this branch are 
excellent for England. The inspector of 
clothing receives 98,000 and his assist­ 
ants 92,760 apiece, and so on dowii the 
long list. 
But all this vast expense is probably 
much less than the annual outlay that 
France or Germany makes for keeping 
its soldiers smart in appearance in times 
of peace. In Germany, for example, ev­ 
ery man in the army is said to have 
four complete suits of military clothing. 
—New York Journal.

M ost W h e e ls A r# O v ero tled . 
So many bicyclists have been observed 
suffering from clogged chains that a 
word of advice uiuy with propriety be 
repeated: 
Oil the ohaiu—nothing is 
more necessary, but be sure not to have 
it wet. Eandi link should be thoroughly 
lubricated, undtheu the chain should be 
rubbed dry. 
No amount of rubbing, it 
should be remem tiered, can remove the 
oil from the parts between the links, 
where it is needed, and not a particle of 
oil is required on the exterior surfaoe. 
The drier that is the better. 
The oil, 
if exposed, picks up and holds dust and 
adds greatly to the friction. The same 
advice applies to all oiling. If so much 
Is put in the bearings that some over­ 
flows and it is not wiped off, dust will 
gather at the spot, and even in the best 
made bearings some of it will almost 
certainly work into the balls and make 
trouble. 
And even if it does not get so 
far the bunches of dust so accumulated 
detract from the appearance of an other­ 
wise well groomed machine and render 
the cleaning after a run twioe as diffi­ 
cult as it need ba The fact is that more 
wheels are overoiled than underoiled. 
“ Carrying a canary, “ as the “ wheel­ 
men” call riding with a dry bearing 
that screeches, is not half so common as 
a dust buried bearing. Of oourse, of the 
two, the latter is preferable, but no rid 
er need have either.—New York Post.

Yesterday I spent at Mailing, an an­ 
cient market town about SO rules from' 
Loudon, which is in the mil 
of one of 
the most fertile and extensive hup dis­ 
tricts in the world, the soil being of the 
rich quality that produces the famous 
golden hop. 
I stood on an eminence 
and surveyed in every direction the 
plantations of tall hops, luxuriant on 
the straight, firmly set poles, tile deep 
green of the vine leaves beautifully 
gemmed by the great bunches of golden 
flower. On a hillside a little distance 
to the left were the uniform white tents 
of the hop pickers, like the encampment 
of an army—for you must know that 
the bop pickers are not residents of the 
neighborhood. They come from distances 
by families, a large proportion of them 
from London. 
And, be it kuown, the 
majority of the hop pickers are wretch­ 
edly poor. The pay for hop picking is 
so very little that only by the united 
efforts of a family of three or four 
workers is the result of the day’s labor 
worth the effort. Last year, for exam­ 
ple, the pay for picking was a shilling 
for seven bushels, so that a worker had 
to complete seven bushels before the 
shilling was earned. This year condi­ 
tions are a little better, but at the best 
hop picking is only profitable when the 
family has six or eight pairs of expert 
hands to strip the vines swiftly. 
Some 
of the women have reduced this picking 
to an art, the deft facility with which 
they take four or five flowers at a time 
completely deceiving the novice, who 
imagines skill to be nothing in this 
business. 
The poles in a hopfield are so perfectly 
set at right angles that you may look 
down a uniform avenue of overhanging 
vines in whatever directiun you turn 
your eyes. 
But this exactitude is less 
for beauty of appearance than for con­ 
venience of arrangement of picking par­ 
ties, for a field is let ont in small sec­ 
tions, so many hills—two poles make a 
bill—to a family, according as the fam­ 
ily has agreed for half a bin or more. 
Therefore, as you walk down the path 
thai intersects a hopfield, you see here 
and there at fixed distances apart the 
different independent groups of pickers, 
their canvas bins, with wide, flaring 
mouths, all of regular size, stretched on 
poles and set on crosspieces the length 
of their section, and while the man cuts 
the vines a third of the way up the poles 
and palls up the pole's to carry to the 
bin side the women and children inces­ 
santly work from 6 a. rn. to 7 p. rn., 
save only for the half hour at noon for 
dinuer. And what a sight it isl At the 
very edge of the field where I spent 
most time rears, rugged and tall, the 
ivy draped tower of S t Leonards, said 
to be the very first and therefore the 


oldest, of the Norm an towers, the pic­ 
turesque ruins of which so interest the 
intelligent visitor to rural England. 
This tower was built by Guudulf, bishop 
of Rochester, somewhere about 1078-90. 
This abbey, by the way, has been re­ 
stored aud is once more a home of nuns. 
At the foot of this old tower yesterday 
rolled and tumbled a scorg of grimy, 
half naked, tatterdemalion children, of 
ages running from the infant that should 
have been in arms to a pair of 4-year- 
old twins, in patched, dirty red dresses, 
and with huge brass earrings biding the 
lobes of their unclean little ears.
